SPARKS FROM MARK: 

In accordance with the charter for the 
Protection of Children and Young People 
mandated by the United Sates Council of 
Catholic Bishops, the Diocese of Rapid City 
has put in place a Safe Environment program 
for the protection of our young people. This 
program includes not only the performance 
of background checks for all people who 
have regular contact with our young people 
as Catechists or in other capacities, but also 
the education of parents, teachers, and 
students regarding issues of inappropriate 
physical contact and sexual abuse. 

In accordance with the Charter; each parish 
and institution in the diocese has a Safe 
Environment coordinator who has the task of 
making sure the requirements of the charter 
are being fulfilled in their parish or 
institution. Brenda Czmowski is the Safe 
Environment Coordinator for Our Lady of 
the Black Hills. In order to assist these 
people, the diocese has developed various 
materials that are to be used for the purpose 
of education. This includes video tapes for 
the various age groups as well as for parents.

Scripture

Reflection 

• Does God not only forgive but also 
give us the grace to forgive all 
things? 

• Are you unable to forgive or be 
forgiven? Is this a problem in your 
faith and your life? 

• Have you experienced 
reconciliation and felt God’s 
forgiveness and love? 

• Is there anything that God does not 
forgive? 

The recognition of God’s love thus throws 
light on the human condition. It is a 
condition of alienation and estrangement - 
from God, from others, from the world, from 
oneself. Yet it is not our sin but God’s love 
that is basic. When this love touches us we 
see how far we have been from God, others, 
world, self, and how that distance has been 
overcome by God’s grace. Many factors, 
including prior experience aid personality, 
may affect the intensity with which each of 
these is experienced - and thus the 
experienced need for forgiveness. But 
always God’s love is a force that draws us 
into God, and consequently away from our 
former situation and/or what could keep us 
from God. (James Dallen, The New
